The 0908AL officer In contact vlth KHUB later Joined 
miBB and sneh of the lOHiABB infomatloa concerning XBAOB 
steas froa hla* nBIAHB considered recruiting KBABB In 195%- 
1955 bat decided against so doing becaoae of the fact that 
he atm oainbaiaed aoae sort of casual contact vlth 
at that tine and becanse bla record indicated aoae doubt of 
hla truatvorthineaa. 
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In the fnU of 1953 KBAIB Bade a trip to the U.6. fbr 
confwreaees with certain neabars of Coograaa la an atteoqpt 
to gain support tor the TdD. The reaulta of these confereacea 
are not knovn. KBAUB later left the VdU anA In 19S6 vas 
offered a position on the election slate of the Austrian 
Liberal Party (IPOe).
